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THE GENERIC NAMES PROPOSED FOR HYMENOMYCETES—II* 
Hymenolichenes 

M. A. DONK * 

SUMMARY 

1. This part deals with the generic names proposed for Hymenolichenes, a very 
limited group of Hymenomycetes. 

2. In connection with Herpothallon Tobl. attention is drawn to Hypochnus Fr. ex 
Ehrenb. (non Fr. ex Fr.), which seems to be the correct name for the genus. 

INTRODUCTION.—The small and heterogeneous group of Hymenoliche¬ 
nes contains those lichens of which the fungus component represents, or 
is supposed to represent, a hymenomycete. Being lichens their starting- 
point book is Linnaeus's "Species plantarum," published in 1753, in 
contrast to all other Hymenomycetes, of which the starting-point date is 
January 1, 1821. 

Apart from the hymenomycete associations which are now nomen- 
claturely treated as lichens, a few other hymenomycetes have been 
reported to associate with algae, for instance some species of Septobasi- 
dium Pat. (cf. Marchionatto in Rev. Soc. Argentina Ci. nat. 19: 345-347. 
1943) and certain Clavariaceae, like Clavaria fossicola Corner, C. mucida 
Fr., and C. vernalis Schw. (cf. Corner, Monogr. Clav. 233, 442, 394. 1950).

ALPHABETICAL ENUMERATION 

Cilicia Fr., Syst. Orb. veg. 301. 1825. — ETYMOLOGY: cilicium, carpet 
made of hair. Gender: f. — TYPE SPECIES (by original designation) & 
SGQFE "Typus generis est Theleph. teztilis Spreng.!, sed plures habemus 
species e tropicis, ubi vulgares videntur . . .." The cited specific name 
seems not to have been validly published, the original genus not 
being monotypic. Later on Fries (in K. Vet.-Akad. Handl., Stockh. 
1848: 144) published the combination Cora textilis (Spreng.) Fr., but

again did not furnish a specific description. When Saccardo (Syll. Fung 6: 
687. 1888) listed the species, as "Cora textilis (Spreng.) Fr. Fung. Nat. 
p. 24 (nomen), Theleph. Spreng. in herb.," he added the original generic 
description of Cilicia (emphatically stating this) and remarked "Nullibi 
descriptionem inveni hujus speciei, cujus forte ill. Fries specimina habuit 
a Sprengelio." No specimens could be found at Uppsala. It may be 
tentatively accepted that it represents a species of Cora: "Cora textilis 
Sacc." (with a point of interrogation) and "Thelephora textilis Sprgl. apud 
Sacc." (without such a point) were listed as synonyms of Cora pavonia 
(Sw.) Fr. by Zahlbruckner (Cat. Lich. univ. 7: 744. 1931). — REMARK 
Cilicia Fr. has been cited with doubt as a synonym of the ascolichenous 
genus Chrysothrix Mont. (1852) by Zahlbruckner (in Engl. & Pr., Nat. 
PflFam., 2. Aufl., 8: 135. 1926) and it will also be found listed with a 
point of interrogation as a nomen rejiciendum when Zahlbruckner (in Int. 
Rules bot. Nomencl., 3. Ausg., 128. 1935) proposed Chrysothrix as a 
nomen conservandum. This apparently incorrect association can be ex¬ 
plained as follows. When Montagne (in Ann. Sci. nat., Bot. II 2: 375. 
1834) described Cilicia noli-tangere Mont., he first assigned it to Cilicia 
Fr. Later on he changed his opinion and placed his species in a genus of 
its own adding this observation: 

"OBS. J'ai du separer ce genre du Cilicia auquel je l'avais d'abord rduni, en 
modifiant legerement sa definition. Car M. Fries persistant (V, Summ. Veget. Scaudin., 
p. 333) a prendre pour type de ce dernier, reuni au genre Cora, le Thelephora sericea 
Swartz, dont la fructification, trouvee par mon ami le Rev. M.-J. Berkeley, est exospore 
ou basidiophore, il n'y a plus moyen de rapprocher dans le memo genre deux modes 
de fructification si divers."—Montagne (in Ann. Sci. nat., Bot. Ill 18: 312-313. 1852). 

Thus the association of Cilicia with Chrysothrix by Zahlbruckner rests 
on a misapplication of the former name by Montagne. — However, it 
should be noticed that Fries, on the place cited by Montagne, did not at 
all insist on Thelephora sericea Sw. as the type species of Cilicia. He 
indeed relegated that genus to Cora, Fr., q.v., as a synonym, but did not 
mention a type. See the index (p. 566) to "Summa Vegetabilium Scandina- 
viae," where one will find: "Cilicia (sub Cora)." And compare Fries (in 
K. Vet.-Akad. Handl., Stockh. 1848: 143-144): "GCRAFr. I. c. [= Epicr.] 
p. 556. Hujus subgenus est CILICIA S. 0. V., cujus mihi cognitae species 
sunt: 1. Cora sericea (Swartz!) et 2. Cora textilis Spreng.! (Utraque sub 
Thelephora.) ..." A few years later Fries (in Nova Acta Soc. Sci. upsal. 
Ill 1: 113. 1851) was still of the opinion that Cora should be divided 
into two groups, viz., 'Eucora* and 'Cilicia' — TYPONYMS. Compare Cora 
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Fr, (1325) * Oyrohphium G. Kimze ex Krombh, (1831) , and Wainwcora 
Tomaaelli (1950). — Starting-point date: 1753.

Cora Fr., Syst, Orb. veg. 300.1825. — Etymology : Proserpine, 

the virgin godded. Gender: f.— Type species (only original species); 

Santesson.— TYFONYMS: Gyro- 
lophium G. Kunze ex Krombh. (1831) and compare CUicia Fr, (1825) and 
Wmnioeom Tomasellt (1950), — Starting-point date: 1753, 

Corella Wainio in Acta Soc. Fauna FI, fenn, 7: 243. 1890, — Etymo¬ 
logy: diminutive of Com. Gender: f. — Type species (only original 
species): Corella braeilknsi# Wainio. — Starting-point date : 1753.

Gender: n, — Type species (only original species): Dirfeorae- 
m(t aeruginosa Blume & Th, Nees. T —This was referred as a variety to 
Digtyonemu aericeum (Fr.) Mont, by Wainio (in J. of Bot,, Lond. 34: 297. 
1896). —PROTONYM: “LHchonema Fr. Nees in titt”: Fr.. Syst. Orb. veg. 
303. 1825.—When Fries published this name in advance of Blume & Th. 
F, L. Nees von Eaenbeck, he appended this and seme other genera and 
species with doubt to his tribus Coenogoneae (“Appendicis loco subjungam 
insignioreg, quoad fructificationem vero dubias: , , , ”) remarking of 
Diefeottemo, in particul&T, “Foraan thallus Coenogomi/* No species were 
mentioned. So it would seem that Fries did not definitely accept the genus 
at that time and hence did not validly publish the name (Art, 43). 
In Fries's index the name Dtckonema is printed in italics and in this way 
treated by himself as a synonym!—'V ariant SPELLING. In Blume & Nees's 
text one finds the denomination Dwhonemia, but the accompanying plate 
bears that of Dickonemd; the latter spelling is the preferable one as 
was already remarked by Ha riot (in Bull. Soc. mycol. France 7: 32. 1891). 
— Typokyms . Dictitortemn C. Agardh apud Kunth (1822) and Laudoten 
Johow (1884). — Starting-point date: 1753, 

Dickmemia ,—See Diehomma. 

Dictyonema C. Agardh a pud Kunth, Syn. PI. coll. Humb. & BonpL 
1: 1, 1822; Syst. Algar. xxvi, 85. 1824. — ETYMOLOGY: dfxtvov t network; 
rijpa, spinning, thread. Gender: n. — Type species (only original species):

2: 76. 1831, — Etymology: jriJgdc, round; ?opn> crest. Gender: n. — 
Type species (only original species): Gyrohphium ekgms G. Ktmse ex 
Krombh. = Cora pawnia (Sw.) Fr* - Com nuntiutia (Sw.) S&ntesson; 
compare Zahlbruckner (Cat Lichen, univ. 7; 744, 1931). — Fkotonym. 
The generic name was first used in connection with herbarium-specimens,- 
Reichenbaeh (Consp. Reg* veg. 14* 1828), moreover, mentioned it, as a 
nomen nudum, in a list of genera as "Gproktphium Kz. ined, exot." — 
Typonyms: Conn Fr, (1825) and compare Cilicia Fr. (1825) and Wamiocortt 
Tomaselli (1956). — Starting-point date: 1753.

Chiodectou mngnineim (Sw.) Wainio. — TypoNYM : Hypnchtnw Fr, ex 
Ehrenb. (1822), q,v. — Starting-point date: 1753* 

Hypochnus Fr. ear Ehrenb. in Nee* Horae phys, berolin* 84. 1820, 

— Etymology: under; jpdoc, fine dow r n. Gender: m. — Type 

species (selected): Hypockmta ntbrocinctu# Ehrenb.—This species is now 
considered to belong to Chiodecton mttfiirineum (Sw.) Wainio: compare 
Zahlbruckner (Cat* Lichen, univ. 2: 497. 1923). — SCOPE, Ehrenbcrg 
included two species, Hypochny# rubrocinctus (first species) and H. 
nitfracmctus Ehrenb,, both depicted, — Valid PUBLICATION. Ehrenberg 
(Sylv. mycol, berolin* 12, 1818) first used the generic name as a nomen 
nudum in a list of fungi: "Hypocknm Fries''—nothing else* It was validly 
published in 1820 (he,) in an annotation to Hypochnm rubrorinctu*: 

M Notanduni. est, quod hqcce genua, a Clarisa. Fries (tfnstltutum* iuro suo locum 
in Syatenmte si hi vlnd Scare videatur; verum nulln paeto cum Ructore Pius, dfl fungia 

- A specimen in the Herbarium fit Uppsala bear* on its label the following text 
written in ink by hand: *'Gyrolophium tiiauritMiiitm Kunze / Ex Inisula Mauritu / 
(Richer Plantae cryptojj, anot, No. 65.)," another in the Kew Herbarium la labeled also 
in Ink by hand: L ‘65* G?yrcn!opAfa:m maHrifTdfiliwi Kunze. Mauritlua." Pfeiffer (Nomoncl. 
bot* 1: 1537. 1R74) cited: J, Sieb, Crypt, exsicc* Nr 52.” Typanym: Cam ffyrafopkia Fr., 
Epicr, 5F>«. 1SBB. 
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mti'itiasima, T )i e L e p h o r i* hoe prope adposuerim., sed quam maximc* »3.i ilsss re* 
motuin genus Spni'Dt.nehorutn finibus addico, . . .

What can be extracted from this observation as a (differential) 
description is meagre indeed, but just .sufficient: it says that Hypoektms 
differs from Tkdepkora because it lacks "ascislm" and “thecae/ 1 charac¬ 
teristic of the latter genus. — TypificaTION. Donk (in Bud. hot. Gdns 
Buitenzorg III IT: 190, 1941) selected H , rubrodnetus as the type species.* 
— Homonym : H it pochmis Fr. (Obs, my col. 2: 278. 1818) cr Fr., Syst, 
mycol. 1 : 450, 1821 (in an observation under "Thelephora XII. C, Himwntia. 
Fries").—This name will be fully treated in a subsequent part of the 
present series (“Thelephoraceae"), Hypacknus as published by Ehrcnberg 
might be interpreted us a mere (mis) application of this earlier name 
(which was not yet validly published when Ehrenberg's publication 
appeared) or as a homonym. In both cases it would appear to be validly 
published tin the name of a lichen genus. — ■ Remark. If the above con¬ 
clusions are deemed acceptable, Hypachmts Fr. ex Ehrenb. has to be 
considered a priorable name, as it was validly published at an earlier date 
than Hypochtims Fr. ex Fr, (1821). — Typqnym, As a consequence Hcjpo- 
thaUmi F. Tobler, bn sod on the same species, would become a later ty po¬ 
ny m, to be replaced by Hitpoch-mt.fi Ehrenb. — STAKTlNG-PoiNT pate: 1753. 

Lauda lea Johow in. Jb. wlsa, Bot. 15: 398. 1884.-— Etymology: 
Laudat, the name of a mulatto family in Dominica. Gender: f.— Type 
species (only original species) : Laudatea c.aenpitos a Johow, J — Now con¬ 
sidered to be a mere form of Dichmwma nericemn (Fr.) Mont. — Tyfo- 
nyms: Dictuonetm C. Agardh apud Kunth (1822) and Dwhmema Blume 
& Th. Neea (1825). — STARTING-POINT DATE: 1753, 

Rbipidonema Mattirolo in Nuov. Giorn. bot, IlaL 13: 2G5. 1881.— 
Etymology: (una; t small fan; yijfia* spinning, thread. Gender: n,—* Type 
species (only original species): C<mt ligulata Krempelhuber. — Starting- 
point DATE: 1753.
